Worcester:  Greeting: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are 
hereby  directed  to  notify  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Douglas, 
qualified  to  vote  in  town  elections  and  town  affairs,  to  meet  in  the 
Town  Hall  in  said  Douglas,  on  Monday,  the  sixteenth  day  of  March 
current,  at  5:45  o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on 
the  following  articles: 

Article  1.  To  elect  a moderator,  a town  clerk,  a town  treas- 
urer, a collector  of  taxes,  six  constables,  an  agent  of  the  Moses 
Wallis  Devise,  a tree  warden,  an  auditor,  one  member  of  school 
committee  to  fill  vacancy,  each  for  the  term  of  one  year ; one  select- 
man, one  assessor,  one  overseer  of  the  poor,  one  water  commis- 
sioner, two  members  of  the  school  committee,  one  trustee  of  the 
public  library,  one  cemetery  commissioner,  each  for  the  term  of 
three  years. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  all  other  town  officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  3.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  town  officers  and  outstand- 
ing committees  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  4.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary  for  the  following  purposes:  Support  of  poor, 
schools  and  salary  of  superintendent,  street  lighting,  moth  suppres- 
sion, tree  warden,  bridges  and  sidewalks,  fire  telephone,  hose  com- 
pany, debts  and  interest,  insurance,  public  library,  town  officers, 
and  for  all  other  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  relief  of  disabled  soldiers  and  their  families. 
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Art.  6.  To  see  what  disposition  the  town  will  make  of  the 
dog  fund. 

Art.  7.  To  see  of  what  number  the  acting  superintending 
school  committee  shall  consist,  and  what  their  compensation  shall 
be. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  to  Lambert  B.  Simmons  Camp,  123,  S.  of  V.,  for 
defraying  the  expenses  of  Memorial  Day. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  twenty-five  dollars 
from  the  contingent  fund  for  the  repair  of  the  town  clock,  so-called. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  money  for  rail- 
ing highways. 

Art.  11.  To  fix  the  compensation  of  the  treasurer  and  collec- 
tor of  taxes  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  money 
for  the  care  of  public  squares  and  monument  lot. 

Art.  13.  To  determine  the  compensation  of  the  members  of 
the  hose  company  and  of  the  various  other  town  officers  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  its  collector  of 
taxes  to  sell  at  public  auction  any  and  all  parcels  of  land  now  held 
by  it  under  tax  sales  and  to  give  a deed  or  deeds  of  the  same  in  the 
name  and  behalf  of  said  inhabitants. 

Art.  15.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  highways  and  stone  roads,  and  oiling  macadam 
roads,  to  be  expended  under  the  supervision  of  the  selectmen. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  its  board  of 
selectmen  to  petition  the  State  Highway  Commission  under  Chapter 
81  of  general  laws,  and  acts  in  amendment  thereof,  for  State  Aid 
in  construction  of  highways. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  take  any  further  action  in 
relation  to  a town  forest. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  its  treasurer,  with 
the  approval  of  the  selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time 
in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  Jan- 
uary 1st,  1925,  and  to  issue  a note,  or  notes,  therefor,  payable 
within  one  year,  any  debt,  or  debts,  incurred  under  this  vote  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  revenue  of  said  financial  year. 

Art.  19.  To  see  what  disposition  the  town  will  make  of  the 
money  received  of  the  State  as  reimbursement  of  the  Soldiers’ 
Bonus. 

Art.  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  Sec.  73,  Chap. 
41,  of  the  General  Laws,  making  the  Selectmen  a Board  of  Survey. 

Art.  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  to  be  contributed  toward  the  ex- 
pense of  erecting  a Fire  Watch  Tower  in  or  near  Douglas,  by  the 
State. 
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Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  its  by-law  re- 
lating to  town  meeting  by  substituting  seven  for  ten  therein  so  as 
to  read : “at  least  seven  days  before  the  time  of  meeting.” 

Art.  23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  erect  a new  High 
School  Building,  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

Art.  24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  install  five  electric 
street  lights  on  Reservoir  Road  between  Wallis’  bridge  and  the  resi- 
dence of  W.  E.  Carpenter.

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


The  School  Committee  submits  the  following  report  of  the 
financial  year  ending  December  31,  1924: 

The  expenditures  were  $28,582.64,  which  is  $89.68  more  than 
those  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  school  department  received  from  the  State  as  reimburse- 
ment for  teachers’  salaries,  $7,362.03;  for  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  $773.34;  for  tuition  for  State  wards,  $319.48;  from  the 
Parent-Teacher  Association,  $150;  and  from  other  sources,  $19.40, 
making  the  total  amount  received  from  sources  other  than  local 
taxation,  $8,624.25,  and  the  net  cost  of  the  schools  to  the  town, 
$19,958.39.  The  net  cost  to  the  town  last  year  was  $18,464.55,  the 
difference  between  that  amount  and  that  of  this  year  being  occa- 
sioned largely  by  a new  law,  whereby  the  State’s  valuation  of  the 
towns  is  taken  for  the  basis  of  the  distribution  of  the  school  fund, 
instead  of  the  local  assessors’  valuation,  as  heretofore. 

This  new  distribution  of  the  school  fund  makes  the  expenditure 
for  the  support  of  the  schools  in  Douglas  from  local  taxation,  per 
pupil  in  average  membership,  $43.74.  In  this  respect,  Douglas 
ranks  as  the  333rd  out  of  a total  of  353  towns  of  the  State,  the 
average  being  $66.02  per  pupil.  This  shows  that,  although  we  are 
liberal  in  our  expenditure  for  school  support,  our  appropriations 
could  be  considerably  increased  without  being  called  excessive.

There  have  been  several  changes  in  teachers  this  year,  Miss 
Mary  Murphy  being  engaged  for  the  eighth  grade  in  East  Douglas, 
Miss  Helen  Bradley  succeeding  Miss  Carrie  Daggett  in  the  fourth. 
Miss  Grace  Kelliher,  Miss  Nellie  Bowen  at  West  Douglas,  and  Miss 
Myra  Jillson  going  to  South  Douglas.  Recently  Miss  Helen  J.  Har- 
riman,  who  has  been  assistant  in  the  high  school  for  a year  and  a 
half,  having  received  the  offer  of  a much  larger  salary  than  we 
could  afford  to  pay,  resigned  to  teach  in  one  of  the  high  schools  of 
Worcester,  and  Miss  Anne  Graham,  of  Stonington,  Conn.,  was 
elected  in  her  place. 

During  the  year  the  Committee  has  had  new  floors  laid  at 
South  and  West  Douglas  schools,  put  in  new  stoves,  and  repainted 
the  walls  and  ceiling  of  the  West  Douglas  school. 

We  have  also  remodeled  the  out-buildings  at  the  Cottage 
Street  schools,  bought  chairs  for  the  recitation  room  opened  in  the 
town  hall,  and,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Parent-Teacher  Associa- 
tion, partially  equipped  all  schoolyards  with  playground  anparatus. 
The  latter  innovation  has  been  received  with  so  much  favor  by 
both  pupils  and  parents,  that  we  plan  to  add  to  this  equipment 
next  summer.  We  also  intend  to  install  two  metal  ceilings  in  the 
high  school  rooms.

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Report  of  the 

Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee : 

I herewith  submit  my  tenth  annual  report  of  the  schools  of 
Douglas,  it  being  the  twenty-fourth  in  the  series  of  superintendents’ 
reports  of  this  district. 


ATTENDANCE. 

The  per  cent,  of  attendance  for  the  last  school  year  was  the 
same  as  that  of  the  previous  year,  or  94  per  cent.,  which  is  one  per 
cent,  higher  than  the  average  for  the  State.  The  number  of  tardi- 
nesses reported  for  all  the  schools  of  the  town  was  588,  which,  based 
on  the  average  membership,  is  .33  per  cent.,  making  the  per  cent, 
of  punctuality  considerably  higher  than  the  average  for  the  State. 

According  to  the  school  census  taken  last  summer  there  were  in 
town  568  children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  fifteen,  which  shows 
the  school  population  has  increased  over  13  per  cent,  in  the  last  five 
years. 


THE  HIGH  SCHOOL. 


The  membership  of  the  high  school  has  increased  from  44  last 
year  to  51  this  year,  and  the  indications  are  for  a still  larger  enroll- 
ment next  fall. 

The  crowded  conditions  in  the  high  school  were  met  by  provid- 
ing a recitation  room  at  the  town  hall,  and  also  by  transferring  the 
domestic  science  department  to  that  building. 

The  domestic  science  instructor  now  comes  to  us  one  day  each 
week,  instead  of  half  a day  as  last  year,  and  teaches  classes  in 
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cooking  and  sewing  in  the  high  school  and  upper  grades.  It  would 
conduce  to  efficiency  if  we  could  make  arrangements  by  which  a 
regular  instructor  in  manual  training  could  be  engaged  to  instruct 
the  boys  in  woodworking  while  the  girls  of  the  same  grades  are 
having  work  in  domestic  science.  Mr.  Holmes,  who  has  taught  the 
boys  carpentry  for  the  past  seven  years,  is  an  excellent  instructor 
of  this  subject,  but  has  not  time  to  devote  a whole  day  each  week 
to  it. 

The  removal  of  the  domestic  science  department  to  the  town 
hall  interrupted  the  serving  of  hot  lunches  to  the  pupils  bringing 
their  dinners,  but  it  seems  to  me  there  is  no  reason  why  arrange- 
ments cannot  be  made  to  continue  these  lunches  in  the  lower  town 
hall  during  the  cold  weather  next  year.  The  conditions  there  in 
some  ways  are  ideal  for  serving  lunches,  as  the  domestic  science 
quarters  are  in  close  proximity  to  the  hall,  and  regular  tables  can 
be  set,  which  is  much  better  than  for  the  pupils  to  eat  their  lunches 
off  the  school  desks. 

Of  course  every  precaution  would  have  to  be  taken  against 
injury  to  the  hall,  but  we  believe  thus  far  in  our  use  of  it  there  has 
not  been  a single  case  of  injury  to  the  building  or  its  appurte- 
nances, and  with  the  proper  supervision,  the  serving  of  school 
lunches  ought  not  to  result  in  any  improper  use  of  the  building. 

MUSIC. 

It  is  impossible  for  the  music  supervisor  of  Douglas  to  visit  all 
the  schools  every  week,  and  for  several  years  she  has  had  to  alter- 
nate some  of  the  lower  grades,  with  the  result  that  those  grades  do 
not  receive  the  supervision  they  should  receive. 

Some  arrangement  should  be  made  with  some  adjoining  town 
or  towns,  whereby  Douglas  could  have  the  services  of  a music  super- 
visor two  days  a week.  Then  every  school  in  town,  except  the  two 
rural  schools,  would  receive  instruction  by  the  supervisor  once  each 
week.  Opportunity  then  would  be  given  for  glee  club  work  by 
pupils  of  the  high  school,  and  also  for  the  organization  of  a high 
school  orchestra,  as  in  adjoining  towns,  as  there  is  plenty  of  talent 
in  our  high  school  for  this  form  of  music. 


SCHOOL  SAVINGS. 

From  January  1,  1924,  to  January  1,  1925,  the  school  children 
of  Douglas  deposited  in  the  school  savings  banks  $1,200.99,  of  which 
amount  $1,031.15  have  been  transferred  to  the  Uxbridge  Savings 
Bank,  and  this  amount  is  drawing  interest  at  the  regular  rate  for 
the  depositors. 

There  are  now  230  pupils  of  Douglas  who  are  depositors  in  the 
Uxbridge  bank,  and  we  hope  the  number  will  be  considerably  in- 
creased during  the  present  year,  as  the  thrift  habit  and  its  influ- 
ence on  the  lives  of  the  children  in  the  future  is  invaluable. 
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EIGHTH  GRADE  PUPILS. 


Arrangements  should  be  made  to  have  the  eighth  grade  pupils 
at  Douglas  Center  attend  the  East  Douglas  school,  as  the  Douglas 
Center  teacher  has  too  many  grades  to  teach,  and  cannot  do  justice 
to  the  eighth  grade  pupils  at  this  important  period  of  their  , school 
course. 

A few  more  pupils  in  the  eighth  grade  at  East  Douglas  does 
not  materially  increase  the  work  of  the  teacher  there,  and  on 
account  of  their  mingling  with  larger  groups  the  Douglas  Center 
pupils  become  more  enthusiastic  and  are  incited  to  greater  effort. 


BEAUTIFYING  THE  SCHOOL  GROUNDS  AT 
DOUGLAS  CENTER. 

I regret  that  the  school  yard  at  Douglas  Center  was  not  seeded 
down,  walks  constructed  and  shrubbery  appropriately  planted  last 
summer,  as  this  building  is  truly  attractive,  and  has  called  forth 
favorable  comment  from  schoolmen  and  others  who  have  visited  it. 
The  idea  I have  in  mind  is  to  make  it  a model  rural  school. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  all  who  have  contributed  in  any 
way  towards  making  the  work  of  the  schools  a success.

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Report  of  High  School  Principal. 


To  the  Superintendent  and  School  Committee : 

Herewith  is  submitted  my  seventh  annual  report  on  the  Doug- 
las High  School. 

The  greatest  obstacle  to  good  high  school  progress  was  removed 
by  securing  the  use  of  the  Town  Hall  basement  for  domestic  science 
and  other  classes.  There  is  a serious  drawback,  however,  in  the 
time  lost,  especially  in  the  winter,  in  getting  the  classes  back  and 
forth  between  the  two  buildings.  The  distance  is  just  enough  to 
necessitate  all  the  preparation  for  an  out-door  winter  walk.  Since 
there  are  no  blackboards  in  the  Town  Hall,  indispensable  for  most 
of  the  class  work,  it  is  impossible  to  arrange,  as  a rule,  for  a class 
to  stay  there  more  than  one  period,  and  this  keeps  two  classes  in 
transit  nearly  every  forty  minutes. 

Although  the  situation  is  an  immense  improvement  over  former 
conditions,  the  inconvenience  of  class  rooms  in  two  separate  build- 
ings is  obvious  to  all.  Let  me  invite  your  attention  to  one  or  two 
other  facts  that  further  emphasize  the  need  of  a new  high  school 
building. 

Average  membership  of  the  high  school  for  five  years:

A year  ago  my  forecast  for  the  present  was  50,  and  we  have  51. 
The  forecast  for  next  year,  made  with  equal  care,  is  61.  This  num- 
ber can  hardly  be  seated  in  the  present  home  room. 

Even  if  there  were  room  enough,  with  continued  use  of  the  Town 
Hall,  for  the  steadily  growing  high  school,  yet,  with  the  best  of 
teachers  and  equipment,  a very  great  obstacle  remains.  A high 
school  is  badly  handicapped  in  the  same  building  with  the  grades. 
The  high  school  schedule  has  to  conform  to  that  of  the  grades,  with 
two  recess  periods,  for  example,  necessary  for  the  grades,  but  only 
absurd  interruptions  for  the  high  school.  For  high  school  pupils 
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there  is  relaxation  enough  in  passing  from  one  room  to  another 
between  recitations,  and  in  short  physical  training  exercises  which 
should  be  provided  several  times  a day.  The  long  noon  recess  is 
desirable  for  the  grades,  but  an  hour  too  long  for  the  high  school, 
because,  for  one  reason,  it  means  an  hour  mostly  wasted  by  one- 
third  or  more  of  the  high  school  pupils,  who  come  from  a distance 
and  loiter  around  waiting  for  the  afternoon  session.  For  many 
other  reasons,  which  I will  not  take  time  or  space  to  outline,  I 
believe  that  the  efficiency  of  the  high  school  teachers,  as  well  as  of 
the  system,  could  be  increased  a good  fifty  per  cent  in  a separate 
high  school  building.

Dear  Sir: 

I herewith  submit  my  report  covering  my  first  five  months  in 
Douglas  as  Supervisor  of  Music. 

I have  tried,  as  far  as  possible,  to  instil  into  the  hearts  and 
minds  of  the  children  a love  of  singing. 

In  the  primary  grades  little  art  songs  have  been  introduced, 
some  by  the  great  masters  of  old,  as  well  as  some  by  well-known 
composers  of  today,  which  appeal  strongly  to  the  children.  Scales 
and  mechanical  exercises  have  no  place  at  this  time,  as  their  very 
monotony  serves  to  deaden  the  child’s  musical  interest.  Light,  mel- 
low tones  and  sweet  singing  have  been  insisted  upon  at  all  times. 
Here,  as  in  the  grammar  grades,  individual  singing  is  being  con- 
stantly encouraged. 

The  two-part  singing  in  the  fourth  and  fifth  grades,  and  three- 
part  in  the  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  must  be  commended,  and  a 
higher  standard  should  be  reached  before  the  year  is  out. 

I am  very  much  pleased  with  the  progress  made  in  the  high 
school  during  the  last  few  months,  the  interest  taken  by  the  boys 
and  girls  being  very  gratifying. 

I wish  to  thank  all  the  teachers  who  have  co-operated  with  me 
in  my  work  as  supervisor.
